Excommunication ‘Automatic’ 


Archbishop Backs Editorial 


Warning Louisiana Lawmakers 


New Orleans —(NC)}— The Archbishop of New Orleans 
| has given full support to an editorial here warning that passage 
of laws preventing racial integration in Catholic schools would 
bring about automatic excommunication of Catholics involved. 
Archbishop Joseph F. Rummel’s support was announced 

in a statement issued by the chancery of the Archdiocese. The 


archdiocese. It was signed by 
Millard F. Everett, the editor. 

The .editorial reviewed the pos- 
sible consequences of proposals to 
pass legislation which would put 
Catholic and other private schools 
under the state’s police power to 
prevent integration. It was not 
written at the request of the 
archbishop, though he did not ap- 
prove it, the chancery said. 


MR. EVERETT maintained that 
the proposed laws “whether by de- 
sign or not... would directly in- 
terfere with the jurisdiction of the 
church in its pre-eminent mission 
of education.” 


“The issue is so grave that un- 
der certain conditions the offen- 
ders automatically incur excom- 
munication. Canon 2334 of Church
